“ I’m going back to teach. If 
things like this come up later 
I guess I’d have to think about 
it,” he said when asked about 
reports he might run on the 
Democratic ticket against Sen. 
James Buckley, R-C-N.Y. 
“I’m leaving the door open 


without in any way trying to 
open it myself. No person in 
the party has spoken with me 
about this subject. It’s that 
possibility that any one of us 
... could say maybe. 
“ It seems to me that vice 
president is the best job," he 
joked. “ You get that big air­ 
plane, you know, and that 
bed.” 
"If I had chosen to stay in 
this job, he would have been 
entirely happy to have me do 
so,” Moynihan said of reports 
that he was disliked by Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger. 
“I’m leaving in good spirits,” 
he said. 
Moynihan was interviewed 
on the CBS Morning News and 
the NBC Today program. 
He declined Monday to rule 
politics out of his future when 
asked about opposing Buckley. 
“ Who would want to do 
that?” he asked in a bantering 
tone during a corridor news 
conference. 
But, he added, “ I think I will 
be back in government one 
way or another at some time." 
Several 
months ago 
Moynihan said he would con­ 
sider it “dishonorable” to seek 
public office while serving as 
U.N. ambassador. 
The silver-haired diplomat 
said he was resigning after

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Realtors Split on Floating Rate

How will today s home buyer be affected if New York savings 
bank officials are successful in having the state raise the ceiling 
on mortgage interest rates from 8.5 per cent up to 10 per cent0 
Its going to be tough on people buying homes,” realtor 
Robert Kershaw said, acknowledging at the same time that 
much mortgage money is now going instead to other states 
where the interest is much higher. 
New York State has one of the lowest interest rates in the 
nation 
according to Marilyn Arra, Stone Ridge realtor, who 
likes the idea of more available mortgage money. She feels the 
suggested floating interest rate would stimulate the real estate 
market. 
Joan Isgro supports the New York State Realtor's Association 
of which she is director. That group favors a floating interest 
rate which would be reviewed after five years 
At first it s going to he tough for the customer to get 
accustomed to it, she said but, “what is worse? having a low 
rate with mortgage money locked in or having a floating rate 
with mortgage money available?” 
Neil Warren of Howard L. Fox Inc. agrees that the increase 
would tend to loosen the home buying market because banks 
would be more willing to divert funds now on the money market 


at nine and 10 per cent, to the local mortgage market. It would 
make mortgage money more competitive, he suggested. 
Ms. Arra feels there will be general acceptance on the part 
of the public just because more mortgage money will be 
available. 
On the other hand, Adam Geuss feels today's large down­ 
payments of 20 to 33 per cent are discouraging a lot of people 
from buying and that higher interest rates may add to further 
discouragement. But, he acknowledges that the banks need the 
increased interest rate. 
The State Banking Department is proposing that home 
mortgage rates be allowed to float in order to stem the shift 
of money to more lucrative investments, in particular, those 
abroad. 
Will home buyers balk at the increased rates? "I don't think 
so," Warren said. After all they are now willingly paying 18 per 
cent on cars and charge accounts." 
Just how much mortgage money is now presently available 
seems to be open to question. According to Edward O’Connor 
Sr., “ mortgage money continued in ample supply during the 
fall,” he said. RELO-lnter-City Relocation Service, the 
nation's leading real estate referral organization reports that 
the mortgage financing picture nationwide is much better than 
predicted last September. And, predictions for 1976 indicate 


that fewer than five per cent of its membership forecasts 
"tight" money in the first six months with the remainder 
looking forward to “fair" supplies of mortgage financing in their 
local markets during the first half of the year. 


Meanwhile , the Wall Street Journal reported last week that 
1975 was the worst for new housing since 1946, yet the lending 
volume at six savings and loan companies in California climbed 
44 per cent to record levels. It must be pointed out however 
that California is one of the states that has one of the highest 
rates — 9.5 per cent. 
The real strength of savings and loan demand reportedly 
came from the existing housing market of older homes. It is 
estimated that as much as 70 per cent of mortgage loan demand 
at the savings and loans is tied to existing home trading, which 
will be a primary source. 
It has also been suggested that a strong operating environ­ 
ment is seen for savings and loan associations in 1976 regardless 
of what housing starts to do. 
At a public hearing in Poughkeepsie last week on the 
proposed mortgage rate increase, representatives of the banking 
as well as construction industries supported the proposed 
legislation. State Sen. Jay P. Rolison (R-39th Dist.) urged that 
consumers have some input into the proposal. 
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Rabin Spells It Out 


CHICAGO — Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin says 
his White House talks left President Ford with a better 
understanding of the need for a strong Israel. 
Rabin also said his nation is seeking reconcilation with 
Arab nations, not their recognition, and Arab recognition of 
Israeli sovereignty is not a prerequisite to Middle East 
peace. 
“ I feel there is an understanding and support to this Israeli 
position,” he told more than 3,000 persons attending a 
Jewish solidarity rally Monday.

LOS ANGELES — The price tag on the doctors' strike 
has reached $30 million, according to hospital adminis­ 
trators and health officials. 
There is no end in sight. 
Administrators appealed to doctors Monday to end the 
34-day-old strike and give the state legislature time to 
act on Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.'s proposal to remedy 
the malpractice insurance problem.

for an expected assault by Soviet-backed troops along the 
southern front later this week, allied spokesman reported. 
Military sources with the pro-Western armies said the 
mercenaries would also back up a planned northern attack 
against the Marxist Popular Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola 
The mercenaries — expected to total as many as 3,000 
within weeks — were recruited to train the 30,000 pro- 
Western troops and to man tanks and heavy equipment. 


Henry: Home Worries 


LOS ANGELES — Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
says he now worries more about what happens in the 
United States than abroad because excessive con­ 
gressional interference with foreign policy could cause a 
U.S. "decline to the point where crises are inevitable.” 
"It is clear the pendulum swung too far to executive 
authority in the l%0s. Now it has swung too far the other 
way,” Kissinger said. 
Kissinger, speaking to a group of civic leaders Monday, 
said detente is vital, but the United States must oppose 
Russian moves in Angola because success there could 
encourage the Soviets to become more aggressive 
elsewhere. With the largest standing army in the world, 
Russia is as strong as the United States, he said. 


Urge India Delay Vote 


NEW DELHI, India — The government today formally 
requested a postponement of elections and a one-year 
extension of parliament —a move opposition legislators said 
would destroy the government’s legitimacy. 
The normal five-year term of the present house expires 
March 18, but the constitution provides for extending the 
term year by year “while a proclamation of emergency is in 
operation.” 
The extension, in the form of a bill which parliament is 
certain to approve, will also have the effect of keeping Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi in power another year. 


Algeria B olsters Forces 


ALGIERS, Algeria — Algerian troops are reinforcing 
their positions around the Saharan border town of 
Mahbes in anticipation of a new Moroccan assault, 
government sources said. 
The sources said Monday Algeria was bolstering its 
forces along the entire frontier area despite a Moroccan 
ultimatum to withdraw from the former Spanish Sahara 
or face a full-scale attack. 
Moroccan military commander Col. Ahmed Dlimi re­ 
cently called Mahbes, 24 miles inside the Moroccan- 
occupied Sahara, the “ last pocket” of Algerian troops 
and rebel forces.

INDIANS’ BUSES LAY SUBMERGED ALONG ESOPUS

KINGSTON 
On January 26 the board of 
directors of the Kingston Indi­ 
ans Drum and Bugle Corps 
met on a serious problem: The 
corps, scheduled for its most 
ambitious season in 
1976, 
needed another bus to supple­ 
ment the two used buses it 
already had. 
Unfortunately, 
those two 
buses, valued at some $10,000 
by corps directors, were 
parked along the Esopus Creek 
off Chandler Drive and by now 
almost everyone knows what 
happened to the Esopus low­ 
lands during the two days of 
winter thaw and heavy rain 
Jan. 27-28. 
“They were wiped out," said 
Corps Director Ralph Shapiro. 
And if the buses which can 
seat a combined total of 93 
people, aren’t replaced 
Shapiro says the Indians 1976 
season could also be wiped 
out. 
It takes a total of five buses, 
two trucks and two station 
wagons to transport a corps 
that numbers 120 young men 
and women in the senior corps 
and about half that in the 
“ Little Indians” corps. Plans 
call for kicking off the corps 
46th season in April, a season 
that calls for a 10-day tour 
Plea for Flood Control 


KINGSTON 
Mayor Francis R. Koenig, citing the “ havoc” created by two days of thaw 
and rain last week along the Esopus flood plain where Kingston Plaza and Dutch 
Village are located, has appealed to Cong. Hamilton Fish Jr., R-25th Dist., to 
push for the construction of the long-delayed Esopus Creek Flood Control Project 
this year. 


“ It is imperative that this project be started in 1976,” Koenig wrote to Fish 
last Friday. Koenig also enclosed some 20 photos of flood conditions when the 
Esopus overflowed. 
“If a two-day thaw and rains could create this much havoc, I dread to think 
of the outcome if a major storm hit our area,” he wrote Fish. 
The flood control project has been on the drawing boards since the late 1960s 
when its estimated cost was in the $800,000 range. 
Bureaucratic delays drove the estimated construction costs over a million 
dollars in 1970 forcing Fish to sponsor legislation for additional funds. Through 


the efforts of Fish the limit for federal funding on such projects was raised to 
$2 million in 1974. 
The problem then became one of getting the project included in an overall 
public works bill. It made it though through the House in 1975 but bogged down 
in the Senate last summer. 
“That’s the last we heard of it,” says James G. Connors, executive director 
of the urban renewal agency, which would oversee construction of the flood 
control project. 
Koenig and Connors are under the impression that funds for the flood control 
project could be included in the recently approved Public Works and Coun­ 
tercyclical Bill of 1975. The bill is currently before President Ford where a veto 
is expected. However, due to its 4-1 passage in both the House and Senate, there 
is reason to believe the veto will be overridden. 
The Esopus Creek Flood Control Project would begin near Washington Avenue 
and end near the Col. Chandler Drive. Under a previous agreement, the city 
would be responsible only for maintenance once it is completed. 


through Ohio in August, a 
weekend in Providence, R.I. in 
May and which may see more 
than 5,(XX) miles logged before 
its over.

If it weren't for the 
people (at home) we wouldn’t 
exist.” 
And so it's back to the peo­ 
ple in the Indians’ hour of 
need. “Can the Indians count 
on their fans to support them 
in their efforts to buy re­ 
placement buses?” Shapiro 
asks.

Suspended particulates were 
collected with an air sampler 
located near the west comer of

Suspended particulate levels 
varied during the day with 
h ig h est levels occuring 
between 3 and 5 p.m. Lowest 
levels were between 2 and 4 
a.m. 
All samples collected 
were below New York State 
Ambient Air Quality Stan­ 
dards for a Level II, suited to 


that region. 


Settleable particulates from 
the air were also present in 
acceptable amounts, accord­ 
ing to the study. Further re­ 
search would be necessary to 
determine the exact composi­ 
tion of the matter. Since the 
major source of pollution on 
campus is the automobile, pro­

Illness and death hav e l>een 
larg ely remo v ed to ho spitals, 
bu t the pro fo und effects o f 
th e s e e v e n ts c a n n o t be 
eradicated. In fact, the v ery 
effo rt to pretend that death 
and serio u s illness do no t ex ist 
simply co mpo u nds the pro b­ 
lem. Realizing this, g ro u ps o f 
peo ple hav e fo rmed aro u nd a 
co mmo n o peratio n o r fatal dis­ 
ease. Wo men who hav e u nder­ 
g o ne mastecto mies, 
indiv id­ 
u als who hav e had co lo sto mies 
o r ilio sto mies, parents o f chil­ 
dren with leu kemia—these are 
ju st a few o f tho se who g ain 
emo tio nal su ppo rt, info rma­ 
tio n, and, so metimes a new 
v o catio n by facing dire cir­ 
cu mstances to g ether. 
Ondile Kelly , a resident o f 
Bu rling to n, 111., who learned 
he had terminal cancer at the 
ag e o f 43, emerg ed fro m a 


perio d o f depressio n to initiate 
a g ro u p co mpo sed o f tho se who 
are terminally ill and called it 
“ Making To day Co u nt.” 
Kelly , who has appeared o n 
the majo r netwo rks and lec­ 
tu res frequ ently , has had mo re 
su ccess

with 
death 
than he had du ring his u n­ 
ev entfu l no rmal life. Kelly be­ 
liev es his o rdinariness—an o v ­ 
erweig ht father o f fo u r who 
nev er g arnered mu ch mo ney o r 
prestig e —allo ws peo ple to 
identify with him. If he can 
face death, so can they . 
This is the essence o f the 
therapeu tic effect o f g ro u ps

tio ning 
death 
helps 
o ther 
members o f the g ro u p to final­ 
ly admit their su ppressed g u ilt 
and fears. In tu rn, there is the 


satisfactio n that co mes to the 
perso n who is helping . By 
being in the po sitio n o f o ffering 
su ppo rt, that indiv idu al g ains 
a sense o f po tency at the mo ­ 
ment when he mu st face the 
u ltimate impo tence o f dy ing . 


Peo ple, like Orv ille Kelly , 
who hav e su cceeded in facing 
death, also lend co u rag e to 
their families. Kelly 's father- 
in-law, Cly de Klo saing , admits 
to feeling mu ch mo re at ease 
no w that the wo rds “cancer” 
and “death” are o ut in the 
o pen. Kelly ’s family can make 
realistic plans fo r raising the 
children after Kelly has died. 
He can be o pen with his family 
so that his impending death 
do esn’t prev ent them fro m en­ 
jo y ing the mo nths o r y ears 
that they hav e to g ether. Fac­ 
ing death, parado x ically , al­ 
lo ws Kelly and his family to 
enjo y life. 


The g reat hu man dev elo p­ 
ment ex pert Erik Erikso n o nce 
said that "Healthy children 
will no t fear life, if their elders 
hav e integ rity eno ug h no t to 
fear 
death.” 
The 
integ rity 


Erikso n spo ke o f has to do with 
admitting fears in o rder to 
o v erco me them. Perhaps if the 
rest o f us were no t so anx io u s 
abo u t 
co nfro nting o u r o wn 
mo rtality , peo ple like Orv ille 
Kelly , and the millio ns o f indi­ 
v idu als who face their o wn o r 
a lo v ed o ne s death, wo uld be 
able to find so lace in many 
qu arters. In the meantime, we 
need o u r death-co nscio u sness 
raised. 


Kelly likes to tell au diences 
abo u t the time he called a 
fu neral directo r to make ar­ 
rang ements fo r his fu neral. 
“The fu neral directo r said he 
assu med I wanted to talk 
abo u t what they ’d do when 1 
was laid to rest.

Th e recen t u n su bstan tiated an d reckless ch arge th at both Walter Cron kite an d Joh n 
Ch an cellor were reportin g to th e CIA is an ex ample of h ow th is cou n try can go ape 
wh en it wan ts to.

Ch an cellor I am afraid th at I also will be accu sed of workin g for th e Cen tral

- - After spending o v er a mo nth 
freeing h im self from a m onster 
o f his o wn creatio n, Ro nald Reagan ap p ears to hav e finally 
succeeded o n his seco nd fu ll-tim e cam p aign swing — only to 
face a mo re difficult tho ug h less u rgent p roblem. 
The self-destructiv e m onster, Reagan's p oorly p rep ared p ro­ 
g ram fo r transferring $9 0 billion in fed eral sp end ing to state 
and lo cal g o v ernment, 
seem s to hav e been finished off at his 
news co nference last week, at th e New H am p sh ire Highway 
Ho tel here. The new p roblem : how to ru n against an incu m bent 
President in a mo dest b u t u nd eniable resu rgence. 
That resurg ence, h elp ed by Reagan’s $9 0 billion bloop er, 
makes clear that Presid ent Ford is not th e term inal case he 
seemed to m any two m onth s ago. Howev er, Reagan also is 
sho wing he is no Barry G old water bent on self-d estru ction bu t 
a disciplined candidate p osing a d ead ly seriou s challenge to th e 
President. 
Wishful thinkers at the W hite Hou se had come to d ou bt 
Reag an's menace partly becau se of th e Reagan cam p aign’s 
slipsho d handling o f the $9 0 billion transfer p lan. Stu ck with 
the scheme so blithely lo fted by Reagan as a non-cand id ate last 
September, Reag an's hig h com m and tried to clean it u p in p re­ 
campaig n strateg y sessio ns 
at Los Angeles late in December. 
With Reag an balking at work ing th at h ard d u ring th e C h rist­ 
mas ho liday s, they nev er 
really cam e to grip s with th e p u zzle. 
The result was near d isaster when Reagan's first cam p aign 
swing o pened in New H am p sh ire Jan. 5 . "W e nev er d ream ed 
it wo uld co me at u s th a t heav y ," one Reagan insid er now 
admits. Reag an bo mbed ou t in Florid a and N orth Carolina 
press co nferences, d isp lay ing p olitical ru st d ev elop ed since his 
last campaig n in 197 0. 
When Reag an beg an his second swing Ja n.25 , th e $9 0 billion 
mo nster was a shado w o f its form er self. Gone were sp ecifically 
transferred pro g rams; gone were $23 billion in fed eral tax 
reductio ns; g o ne, indeed, was any talk of $9 0 billion. All th at 
remained was a p olitically d efensible p rom ise to transfer 
welfare g rants, fo o d stam p s and oth er u nnam ed p rogram s — 
‘plus federal rev enues to p ay for th em — back to state and local 
autho rities. 


While rad ically d im inishing th e p rogram ’s p retensions, R e­ 
agan d ecid ed to switch to th e offensiv e. Fly ing home Jan. 16 
from his first swing, Reagan began d rafting a new cam p aign 
sp eech ind icting th e fed eral gov ernm ent’s incom p etency as 
ju stification for transferring p rogram s. The finished p rod u ct 
was u nv eiled th is week : Reagan's most coherent, best d eliv ered 
and p robably h ard est-h itting sp eech since 196 6 . 


Althou gh Reagan rooters cheered his Florid a and N orth 
Carolina sp eeches Jan. 26 and 27 , his ad v isers were u neasy 
abou t th e p ress conference here W ed nesd ay , Jan. 28 — his first 
since Jan. 12 and th e first in New H am p sh ire as an annou nced 
cand id ate. 


Eight q u estions were ask ed before any bod y m entioned th e 
transfer p rogram , and only sev en ou t of 25 total q u estions 
tou ch ed on it. M ost im p ortant, Reagan was no longer p rov id ing 
colorfu l front p age stories by constantly shifting his grou nd . 
W ith no m ajor u nanswered q u estions rem aining, th e m onster 
seem s d ead . B u t in its wak e are end u ring effects. 
A new bitterness has d ev elop ed among Reagan insid ers 
against th e Ford cam p aign's orch estration of p ress attention to 
th e $90 billion schem e. They see — and d eep ly resent — th e 
fingerp rints of S tu Sp encer, th e 196 6 Reagan cam p aign m an­ 
ager ru nning th e 197 6 Ford cam p aign. 
T h at Reagan h im self is not im m u ne from th is bitterness is 
su ggested by som e reflex iv e resp onses th is week flirting with 
v iolation of his 11th com m and m ent p roh ibiting criticism of a 
fellow Rep u blican. Ask ed at Ashev ille, N.C., who he wou ld 
p refer as Dem ocratic p resid ential nominee. Reagan snap p ed : 


“ Bo C allaw ay ." M istak enly ad d ressed as “Gov . Ford ” at 
Ch arlotte, N.C., Reagan shot back : “I d id n’t stu m ble when I 
cam e in.” 
A more meaningfu l legacy of th e p ast m onth is th e u nin­ 
tend ed help giv en Mr. Ford . W hen Reagan m et his back ers at 
Pensacola, Fla., P anam a City , Fla., and Ashev ille. N.C., th is 
week , th e first q u estioner in each p lace had a worried q u ery 
abou t th e transfer. Th is p reoccu p ation has tak en Mr. Ford off 
th e d efensiv e and , com bined with his new p ostu re of stay ing 
home to m ind th e p resid ential store, has bu ilt his resu rgence. 
W h at Reagan m u st d o now, many ad v isers feel, is shift 
attention to what may be th e most v u lnerable p olicy and 
p ersonality in th e Ford ad m inistration: d etente and Henrv 
Kissinger. 
In hts basic new sp eech lasting 35 m inu tes, Reagan d ev otes 
30 second s to foreign p olicy — rejecting d etente as “a one-way 
street" for th e Sov iet Union. Inv ariably , it gets more ap p lau se 
th an any th ing else. If th e $9 0 billion m onster is tru ly v an­ 
q u ished , Reagan's focu s may soon switch from gov ernm ental 
accou nting to global strategy .

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Patricia Hearat’s attorney »ays 
a former fiance whom she once reviled and ridiculed would be 
his ‘‘No, 1 witnewi" in her trial on a charge of bank robbery. 
The details of her abduction will be described to the jury by- 
Steven Weed, who was living with Miss Hearst in Berkeley, 
Calif, when she was abducted by a "commando squad" of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army Feb. 4,1974, according to defense 
attorney F Lee Bailey. 
"If the government doesn’t call him, I will." Bailey said 
Monday, "He will be my No. 1 witness " 
U.S. District Judge Oliver Carter toid attorneys Monday the 
week-long chore of selecting 12 jurors and four alternates was 
neanng an end — setting the stage for opening statements 
Wednesday on the second anniversary of Miss Hearst's kidnap­ 
ing 
The defense hopes the testimony of Weed, called a "clown" 
ana "sexist pig" by Miss Hearst during her days underground 
with the SLA. will lay to rest any doubts she was an unwilling 


kidnap victim, and not a secret radical who helped plot her 
own abduction. 


In a soon-to-be-published book, Weed describes how Miss 
Hearst struggled with her kidnapers until she was slugged with 
a gun butt and dumped in a car trunk. 


When Carter ended his closed door questioning of prospective 
jurors Monday, he tentatively had seated 25 persons — 16 
women and nine men, A total of 36 is needed so 12 jurors and 
four alternates will be left after prosecution and defense lawyers 
each use their 10 challenges. 
The judge also issued a memorandum Monday defending his 
cloeed-door questioning of potential jurors, saying they would 
be inhibited from answering honestly if their every word was 
going to be instantly televised and headlined on newspaper 
front pages. 
Weed, who last saw Miss Hearst as he staggered from their 


apartment after being beaten with a wine bottle during the 
kidnaping, had planned to marry her. 


After Miss Hearst rejected him, she professed her love for 
SLA member Willie Wolfe, who later died in a police shootout 
in Los Angeles. At the time of her arrest in September, she was 
living with housepainter Steven Soliah. 


In his book, W’eed said Miss Hearst was terrified and fought 
back against two men carrying carbines and a woman compa­ 
nion who burst into their apartment. 
"Stop struggling or I’ll have to knock you out," Weed quoted 
one of the men as telling her. 
"I could not see Patty during this, nor did I ever see her again, 
but I could hear her pleading with him. ‘Please leave us alone 
please 
"She started to whimper. She was utterly terrified." 
Weed said he was kicked repeated in the face and body and 


slugged on the head three times with a wine bottle before he 
staggered to his feet and lurched out of the apartment onto a 
concrete patio and rolled over two fences. 


He said one man quickly dragged Patty out of the apartment 
and Donald DeFreeze. the "Field Marshal Cinque" of the tiny 
terrorist army, fired three shots at screaming neighbors. 


"Patty had struggled and sobbed, 'Oh, no! Not me! Oh God! 
Please let me go ... !’ and she had been hit in the face with 
the rifle butt and thrown into the trunk of the idling 
convertible." 
Weed has described the kidnaping in a book, "My Search For 
Patty Hearst.” which will be published in mid-February. 
Bailey said Miss Hearst would not talk to Weed between now 
and the time he testifies, 
"I wouldn’t have her talk to any witness in any event," he 
said.

George Wallace sprained a 
knee Monday but it didn’t 
stop 
the 
wheelchair-bound 
candidate from continuing his 
campaign in Florida against 
other Democrats. 


Elsewhere in the South, the 
filing deadline for the May 1 
Texas primary passed with 
President Ford, Ronald Re­ 
agan. native son Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen and Wallace quali­ 
fying delegates in all districts, 
and Sen. Henry Jackson pre­ 
dicted he will make a good 
showing in the North Carolina 
primary. 


Wallace's knee was injured 
when aides dropped his wheel­ 
chair as they were lifting him 
onto an airplane. But the Ala­ 
bama governor showed up on 
schedule at a rally in Panama 
City Beach, Fla., and said he 
was "perfectly all right.” 


"I was getting on an airplane 
and the people lifted me and 
dropped me," he told his au­ 
dience. “ I guess I was the 
victim of a case of stumblitis, 
but I’m perfectly all right. 
" ... The president of the 
United States doesn’t run the 


country with his feet and legs, 
he runs it with his head,” 
Wallace said. 


In his speech, Wallace said 
other presidential candidates 
were ignoring the middle and 
lower classes. He cited Rep. 
Morris Udall, D-Ariz., as de­ 
claring "the country has a 
Wallace problem.” 


"They don't have a Wallace 
problem, they have a citizen 
problem,” the governor said. 
"They’ve ignored people like 
you for a number of years." 
Wallace expects to cash in 
Thursday on a decision by the 
Federal Election Commission, 
which 9aid Monday that since 
it may be forced out of ex­ 
istence soon because of a Su­ 
preme Court decision, it 
should hand out federal cam­ 
paign funds to eligible can­ 
didate on a weekly instead of 
biweekly basis. 


As a result, as much as $2.2 
million more may go out 
Thursday, with Wallace get­ 
ting $1.8 million of it. 
In Texas, Wallace, Bentsen, 
Ford and Reagan had enough 


petition signatures to field del­ 
egate slates across the state. 
Former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 
Carter is expected to qualify in 
all 31 Democratic primary dis­ 
tricts while fellow Democrats 
Sargent Shriver and 
Fred 
Harris qualified delegates in 
some, but not all, of the dis­ 
tricts. 


Sen. Henry Jackson, cam­ 
paigning in Raleigh, predicted 
he would make a “ good show­ 
ing” 
in 
North 
Carolina’s 
March 23 primary, which is 
shaping up as a battle between 
Carter and Wallace. He de­ 
clined to estimate what per­ 
centage of the vote he aould 
get or to predict his finish in 
the six-candidate field, which 
also includes Bentsen, Udall 
and Harris. 


The Udall campaign, which 
according to reports was in 
some financial trouble, is ac­ 
tually taking in an average of 
$10,000 a day from small con­ 
tributors, according to cem- 
paign director Jack Quinn. He 
said Monday that in the pre­ 
vious eight days more than 
22,000 persons donated an av­ 
erage of $21 each. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Accusations and criticisms, mil­ 
lions of words and thousands of charts were coming to an 
emotional showdown today when the House takes up a multi­ 
billion dollar proposal to deregulate the price of natural gas. 
Rep. Robert Krueger, D-Tex., wanted the House to agree to 
a long-term, permanent removal of federal controls on natural 
gas prices. Rep. John Dingell, D-Mich., wanted the House to 
deal only with short-term emergency needs for gas and delay 
the long-term matter for full committee consideration. 
Behind them are congressmen grouped pretty much as they 
were in the oil pricing debate of last fall: conservative and oil 
state members pushing for deregulation, liberals and memers 
from consuming states opposing it. 
The House Commerce Committee approved a short-term bill 
late last year. It would open up the unregulated intrastate 
market (gas sold in the same state as produced) to certain 
interstate pipelines that are short of gas. They could bid at 
whatever price they needed to get the gas. but only for this 
winter and next. 
Krueger's bill has emergency provisions, but it would lift 
federal regulation altogether, by steps, on grounds higher prices 
will bring higher supply. 


With the help of Speaker Carl Albert, Krueger got the House 
Rules Committee to permit debating his long-term idea along 
with the short-term bill, by-passing usual parliamentary 
procedures. The House will decide whether to approve that 
shortcut. 


That vote will be a big test of the pricing issue itself. 
The Senate already has passed a bill similar to Krueger’s, 
and the administration favors it. 
"No one is content with present policy," Krueger said. "The 
fact is, deregulation will save the people a great deal of money.” 
By generating new supplies, deregulation will forestall switches 
to more expensive fuels, he said. 
Dingell called the deregulation bill “one of the purest pieces 
of special interest legislation.” He said he is not convinced 
there is a real shortage or that the additional money will lead 
to new gas supplies. 
Krueger accused Dingell of being both "player and referee" 
in the House subcommittee by attempting to block considera­ 
tion of long-term deregulation. Dingell accused Krueger of 
working for the interests of a "ruthless and monopolistic" 
industry, gas producers.

Echev erria in an effort to set u p a joint working committee to coordinate all 
of the dru g enforcement efforts of both nations in seeking to smash the dru g 
trade. 
The telegram from Kissinger said: ” . . . I hav e conv ey ed to President 
Echev erria throu gh Ambassador Jov a ou r positiv e response to his initiativ e in 
proposing parallel commissions that cou ld achiev e the goals of increasing pu blic 
awareness of dru g abu se as well aa improv e chances to resolv e more effectiv ely 
the dru g problems in both cou ntries.” 
Kissinger, noting appreciation for Gilman's “su pport and interest in ou r 
cooperativ e dru g control efforts," went on to say that he has informed President 
Ford of the mission's accomplishments and relay ed Gilman's interest in meeting 
with the Chief Ex ecu tiv e on this matter. 
"It is encou raging to learn that the State Department has endorsed ou r anti- 
dru g trafficking proposal which hopefu lly will assist ou r nation's dru g enforce­ 
ment program."

NEW YORK (UPI) — The shock wave is over for Rusty

Finally, during the baseball meetings in Hollywood, Fla., two 
months ago, it happened Staub was dealt to the Tigers and 
Mickey Lolich, the 35-year-old left hander, came to the Mets. 
At first, the trade hurt Staub inside, the same way trades 
occasionally upset many ball players -some actually have been 
known to cry—but now he's anxious, even eager, to get going 
with the Tigers.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
A San Francisco Giants corpo­ 
rate officer is convinced that 
the marriage between the city 
and his National League club 
is over—without hope of a rec­ 
onciliation. 
Charles B. Rupert, executive 
vice president of the Giants, 
said in a court affidavit that 
the financial status of the club 
made it frivolous to try to keep 
it here. 
The affidavit will be pre­ 
sented Tuesday afternoon to 
Superior Court Judge John E. 
Benson, who is conducting the 
hearing on whether to extend 
a restraining order, which 
blocks the sale of the Giants to 
Canadian interests for $13.25 
million. 
The restraining order was 
obtained Jan. 9 by the City of 
San Franisco. Mayor George 
Moscone said the Giants still 
had 19 years left on their 
Candlestick Park lease and 
San Francisco businesses 
would lose money if the Giants 
were allowed to move. 
Speculation was that, if 
Benson decides to end the re­ 
straining order, league owners 
would immediately approve 
the sale of the Giants to 
Labatts Brewery and other Ca­ 
nadian interests. 
James L. Hunt, representing 
the Giants through their pa­ 
rent National Exhibition Co., 
said that during the first eight 
years the Giants were here 
they averaged 1.5 million fans 
a year. 
But since 1968—when the 
American League Oakland A’s 
moved across San Francisco 
Bay and 
Candlestick was 
enlarged through bond issues 
— the Giants reached the one- 
million mark only once and 
that was in 1971 when they 
won the division crown. 
The Giants said the city 
increased the seating capacity 
of the stadium and installed 
escalators primarily for the 
benefit of the San Francisco 
49ers of the National Football 
League. 
“These changes...were not 
sought by the Giants,” Rupert 
said. “ Indeed, they have ac­ 
tively damaged the team for, 
in order to retire the new foot­ 
ball facility bond issues ($24.6 
million), the city imposed a 
50-cent tax on all baseball 
tickets, regardless of price. 
This tax has cost the Giants 
and-or their fans $1,874,736 in 
the five years it has been in 
effect.” 
Rupert said the Giants have 
suffered $6,390,407 in losses 
the last eight years, exhausted 
all available cash reserves, 
borrowed to the limit of $1 
million from their bank and 
have nearly exhausted the 
$500,000 borrowed from the 
league. 


Moscone said there were 
three local groups interested in 
buying the club, but the 
Giants said they have no re­ 
ceived any firm offer.

MANCHESTER, N.H. (UPI) - The Bos­ 
ton Red Sox recently tried to reacquire first 
baseman George Scott from the Milwaukee 
Brewers but the deal fell through, according 
to General Manager Dick O’Connell. 
O’Connell, the American League Ex­ 
ecutive of the Year, made the remark Mon­ 
day night during the 28th annual Man­ 
chester Union Leader Fund, Inc., baseball 
dinner, sponsored by the Manchester Union 
Leader newspaper. 
“ We tried to get Scott in a retrade” during 
the winter meeting in New Orleans last 
December “ but it didn’t pan out,” said 
O’Connell who declined to elaborate on the 
proposed deal. 
Scott, who played his first six seasons in 
Boston, also attended the dinner. The first 
baseman was honored for winning the RBI 
and total bases titles while tying Oakland's 
Reggie Jackson for the home run crown. 
The Boomer, as he is called, said he always 
had “ a warm spot for Boston and would like 
to play there. But I had my best season in 
Milwaukee.” 
Scott, addressing 2,400 fans at the nation’s 
largest annual baseball dinner, turned 
toward Red Sox rookie Jim Rice and said, 


“ My feeling is you should have been the 
Most Valuable Player on the club." 
Rice batted .309, drove in 102 runs and hit 
22 homers but was bypassed in favor of 
teammate Fred Lynn for Rookie of the Year 
and American League MVP awards. 
“ It was a big disappointment not playing 
in the World Series last year,” said Rice, 
sidelined by a broken wrist in late Septem­ 
ber. “ But I’m looking forward to another 
good year and who knows, I might be the 
Most Valuable Player in next year's World 
Series. 
Detroit's Willie Horton also was honored 
at the dinner as the Outstanding Designated 
Hitter. The Tiger veteran received a $1,000 
check and the William Loeb award for 
batting .275, hitting 25 homers and driving 
in 92 runs. 
Also cited were Red Sox players Luis Tiant 
and Carlton Fisk, Manager Sparky Anderson 
of the champion Cincinnati Reds, New Eng­ 
land Patriots’ owner Bill Sullivan and UPI 
Sports Editor Milton Rich man.

Staub had a good year with the Mets last season, at least 
from a statistical point of view, finishing with a 105 rbis, 19 
home runs and a .282 batting average in 155 games 
Next to pitching ace Tom Seaver, he was the highest paid 
player on the ball club, drawing $120,000 a year. He had a three 
year contract with the Mets which expired at the end of last 
year. Had he remained with the Mets another season, he would 
have had the option of okaying or rejecting any trade for him 
under baseball’s 10-and-5 rule in which a player has to give 
his consent to any deal after 10 years in the league and five 
consecutive years with the same club. 
“ I was well aware of the fact I was vulnerable," explains 
Staub. “ I was so aware, I didn't renew the lease on my 
apartment here in New York. I was aware of my salary. I was 
hoping the Mets would not trade me, but it just didn't work 
out that way." 
Staub presently is in the process of negotiating his new 
contract with the Tigers. He already has met and talked with 
owner John Fetzer and general manager Jim Campbell. 
"They’ve been extraordinarily straight forward and honest 
with me," he says, although he hasn't signed his contract yet. 
Insofar as the situation between the owners and the players 
exists now, Staub has this to say: 


“There’s a dual problem. Ownership must realize it does not 
have a sacred cow in the reserve clause and by the same token 
the players must understand that the owners have their 
problems, too. 
“ I’d like to see the owners and players sit down and solve 
this problem together. I think they can solve it much quicker 
by themselves than if we have lawyers on both sides match wits 
against each other.”

TORONTO (UPI) - Detroit Red Wings All-Star forward 
Dan Maloney should learn today whether he will stand trial 
for assaulting Toronto Maple Leafs defenseman Brian Glennie 
in an NHL game Nov. 5. 
Ontario Provincial Court Judge Aaron Brown said Monday 
he would probably rule after a brief moming session if evidence 
was sufficient to commit Maloney for trial. 
Brown said before adjourning the preliminary hearing he 
wanted further arguments presented to substantiate or disprove 
the prosecutions charge of “ assault causing bodily harm.” 
He said the four hours of testimony heard Monday indicated 
Maloney assaulted Glennie but did not show clearly whether 
the alleged attack injured the Toronto player. 
He said Glennie’s complaint of headaches and amnesia—and 
a doctor's diagnosis of a concussion — were symptoms 
“subjective in nature ... but is it evidence of bodily harm as 
in the Criminal Code?” 
Maloney’s attorney, George Finlayson, suggested Glennie’s 
symptoms may have been caused by a hard body check he 
delivered Detroit's Bryan Hextall just prior to the confrontation 
with Maloney. But he did not call any witnesses to back up 
that theory. 
Glennie, 29, testified he recalled the check on Hextall, but 
wasn’t sure what occurred after it. “ I think I remember coming 
off the ice on my own power,” he said. “ I felt confused.” 
He did not return to the game and was kept overnight in a 
Toronto hospital under observation. Maloney, 25, was given a 
five-minute penalty for fighting after the fracas. 
Dr. John Evans, who treated Glennie, testified that Glennie 
sustained a “ mild to moderate concussion" and suffered 
amnesia regarding the entire episode with Maloney. 
But other witnesses at the game at Maple Leaf Gardens said 
seconds after the check on Hextall, Glennie was attacked from 
behind by Maloney, punched in the face, thrown to the ice, 
punched again and then picked up and dropped to the ice by 
Maloney twice. 
Police Sgt. Forbes Stanway said he filed the charge in this 
case, while not in scores of other cases involving on-ice violence 
at Maple Leaf Gardens, because “ in the incident involving the 
accused and Brian Glennie there was no provocation and he 
was attacked from behind.” 
Maloney declined an opportunity to speak against the charge 
and Finlayson did not summon a single witness.

» imply becau se conv entional fishing tack le is too bu lk y to 
carry along at all time» 
Problem» can arise try ing to tak e a tack le box , rod case 
and other accessories aboard a plane en rou te to a bu siness 
conference or other ou t of town activ ity . And leav ing a good 
su pply of fishing tack le stored in a car is an inv itation to 
thiev e* 


Bu t there's no reason an angler today can't be pre­ 
pared to enjoy his sport at a m om ent's notice. Trav el rods 
are nothing new on the m ark et, bu t tack le m anu factu rers 
hav e gone a step fu rther. 
Now, the angler can pu rchase one-piece telescope rods 
which can be carried in a briefcase, lu ggage, tack lebox , 
glov e box or any place else tha t’s handy for the fish­ 
erm an. 
Sev eral m anu factu rers produ ce su ch rod in v ariou s 
lengths in casting, spinning, spin-fly and fly rod models. 
For instance, one fly rod model that ex tends to eight feet 
is only 154 inches long when collapsed. 


The new telescope rods can be a blessing and there are 
sev eral model* on the mark et today that will do an ex cellent 
)ob. 
Besides being handy for the trav eler, the rods are compact 
and light enou gh for back pack ers to carry . They also are 
becoming popu lar with campers becau se they tak e u p little 
storage space. 
A few lu res, a reel and telescopic rod may ba all that’s 
needed to tu rn a bu siness trip into a memorable fishing 
adv entu re if the ex tra time is av ailable for a short trip. 
On a regu lar fishing trip, the angler can carry the 
telescopic rod in his tack le box for a spare in case something 
happens to his fav orite rod. 


How many times hav e y ou driv en by a lak e or pond and 
had a few m u nu tes to try y ou r lu ck , bu t hav en't had 
tack le w ith y ou ? 
Once, while plu gging a shoreline from a bass boat on 
Illinois' Rend Lak e, a man stopped his car along 
Interstate 57 and walk ed down the bank to within 
shou ting range. 
He w as dressed in a bu siness su it, bu t when he fou nd 
ou t the fish were hitting he retu rned to the car for his 
fishing tack le. 


The incident wasn’t the first I ran into. Last su mmer, 
when I was enjoy ing some pond fishing along a bu sy Illinois 
highway , a semi pu lled off on the shou lder of the road. After 
watching me land a scrapy pou nd and a half bass, the driv er 
of the tru ck lost no time in joining me, a telescope casting 
rod in one hand and a small plastic box of lu res in his hip 
pock et. 
“ Mind if I join y ou ?" he ask ed, ex tending the rod to its 
fu ll length and threading the line throu gh the gu ides. 
When I said I didn't he ask ed; “ What are they hitting." 


When he didn’t hav e a lu re to m atch mine, he ask ed 
if I had an ex tra one he cou ld borrow, assu ring me he 
wou ld pay for it if he lost it. 
1 had no objection to lending him one, especially since 
he was that interested in fishing. 
The tru ck driv er k new w hat he was doing and althou gh 
he fished only abou t 10 m inu tes, he cau ght and released 
two sm all bass. 
C ertainly break s u p my long hau ls,” he said before 
leav ing. “ Ten m inu tes of fishing gets rid of a lot of 
tension.”

Florida's 2,500 miles of Atlantic and Gu lf of Mex ico 
coastline — mu ch of it in the su btropics — and 7 ,7 00 
freshwater lak es has made the Su nshine State the nation’s 
sport fishing capital.

T arpon are plentifu l in sou th Florida du ring the spring 
m onths. Boca G rande P ass on F lorida's west coast is 
world famou s for its giant tarpon, and ev ery spring 
hu ndreds of boats drigt the pass in search of the 
acrobatic “ silv er k ings.” 
More adv entu rou s anglers stalk the wilderness back 
cou ntry of Florida Bay from Flamingo in the Ev erglades 
N ational Park to the Ten Thou sand Island area near 
M arco for snook , red fish and sea trou t. 


Florida’s salt water fishing season, conv eniently , reaches 
its peak in the winter months when migratory game fish join 
the tou rists and head for the state’s su btropical climate to 
escape the cold. 
Nearly ev ery coastal city in Florida has a large fleet of well 
eq u ipped charter boats. The cost v aries, bu t y ou can cou nt 
on spending abou t $9 0 for a half day charter and $150 for 
a fu ll day 's fishing for a party of fou r to six . It’s wise to mak e 
adv ance reserv ations, especially in the winter months. Local 
chambers of commerce u su ally hav e a pnnted list of charter 
boats. 


F reshw ater fishing alone is a $3 m illion-a-y ear recrea­ 
tion indu stry in Florida. 
T here is no closed season on Florida’s bass and a y ear 
rou nd grow ing . eason giv es anglers an ex cellent chance 
of catching a trophy size bass. Ten pou nd bass are 
commonly cau ght in Lak e Ok eechobee, Lak e Jack son, 
Kissimmee chain of lak es. Gu ides and rental boats are 
av ailable at most of the popu lar bass lak es.

Joan Isgro supports the New York State Realtor's Association 


. of which she is director. That group favors a floating interest 
- rate which would be reviewed after five years. 


"At first it's going to be tough for the customer to get 


accustomed to it," she said but, "what is worse? having a low 


- rate with mortgage money locked in or having a floating rate 
-with mortgage money available?" 


Neil Warren of Howard L. Fox Inc. agrees that the increase 


'-would tend to loosen the home buying market because banks 
^ would be more willing to divert funds now on the money market 


at nine and 10 per cent, to the local mortgage market. It would 
make mortgage money more competitive, he suggested. 


Ms. Arra feels there will be general acceptance on the part 


of the public just because more mortgage money will be 
available. 


On the other hand, Adam Geuss feels today's large down- 


payments of 20 to 33 per cent are discouraging a lot of people 
from buying and that higher interest rates may add to further 
discouragement. But, he acknowledges that the banks need the 
increased interest rate. 


The State Banking Department is proposing that home 


mortgage rates be allowed to float in order to stem the shift 
of money to more lucrative investments, in particular, those 
abroad. 


Will home buyers balk at the increased rates9 "I don't think 


so," Warren said. After all they are now willingly paying 18 per 
cent on cars and charge accounts." 


Just how much mortgage money is now presently available 


seems to be open to question. According to Edward O'Connor 
Sr., "mortgage money continued in ample supply during the 
fall," he said. RELO-Inter-Citj Relocation Service, the 
nation's leading real estate referral organization reports that 
the mortgage financing picture nationwide is much better than 
predicted last September. And, predictions for 1976 indicate

that fewer than five per cent of its membership forecasts 
"tight" money in the first six months with the remainder 
looking forward to "fair" supplies of mortgage financing in their 
local markets during the first half of the year. 


Meanwhile , the Wall Street Journal reported last week that

The real strength of savings and loan demand reportedly 


It is 
estimated that as much as 70 per cent of mortgage loan demand 
at the savings and loans is tied to existing home trading, which 
will be a primary source. 


It has also been suggested that a strong operating environ- 


ment is seen for savings and loan associations in 1976 regardless 
of what housing starts to do. 


At a public hearing in Poughkeepsie last week on the 


proposed mortgage rate increase, representatives of the banking 
as well as construction industries supported the proposed 
legislation StPte Sen Jay P Rolison (R-39th Dist.) urged that 
consumers have some input into the proposal.

INDIANS' BUSES LAY SUBMERGED ALONG ESOPUS

KINGSTON 


On January 26 the board of 


directors of the Kingston Indi- 
ans Drum and Bugle Corps 
met on a serious problem: The 
corps, scheduled for its most 
ambitious 
season in 1976, 


needed another bus to supple- 
ment the two used buses it 
already had. 


Unfortunately, 
those two 


buses, valued at some $10,000 
by corps directors, were 
parked along the Esopus Creek 
off Chandler Drive and by now 
almost everyone knows what 
happened to the Esopus low- 
lands during the two days of 
winter thaw and heavy rain 
Jan. 27-28. 


"They were wiped out," said 


Corps Director Ralph Shapiro 


And if the buses which can 


seat a combined total of 93 
people, aren't replaced 
Shapiro says the Indians 1976 
season could also be wiped 
out.

two trucks and two station 
wagons to transport a corps 
that numbers 120 young men 
and women in the senior corps 
and about half that in the

"If a two-day thaw and rains could create this much havoc, I dread to think 


of the outcome if a major storm hit our area," he wrote Fish. 


The flood control project has been on the drawing boards since the late 1960s 


when its estimated cost was in the $800,000 range. 


Bureaucratic delays drove the estimated construction costs over a million 


dollars in 1970 forcing Fish to sponsor legislation for additional funds. Through 


the efforts of Fish the limit for federal funding on such projects was raised to 
$2 million in 1974. 


The problem then became one of getting the project included in an overall 


public works bill It made it though through the House in 1975 but bogged down 
in the Senate last summer 


"That's the last we heard of it," savs James G Connors, executive director 


of the urban renewal agency, which would o\ersee construction of the flood 
control project 


Koenig and Connors are under the impression that funds for the flood control 


project could be included in the recently approved Public Works and Coun 
tercyclical Bill of 1975. The bill is currently before President Ford where a veto 
is expected However, due to its 4-1 passage in both the House and Senate, there 
is reason to believe the veto will be overridden. 


The Esopus Creek Flood Control Project would begin near Washington Avenue 


and end near the Col Chandler Drive Under a previous agreement, the city 
would be responsible only for maintenance once it is completed.

Military sources with the pro-Western armies said the 


mercenaries would also back up a planned northern attack 
against the Marxist Popular Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola 


The mercenaries — expected to total as many as 3,000 


within weeks — were recruited to train the 30,000 pro-

authority in the 1960s. Now it has swung too far the other 
way," Kissinger said. 


Kissinger, speaking to a group of civic leaders Monday, 


said detente is vital, but the United States must oppose 
Russian moves in Angola because success there could 
encourage the Soviets to become more aggressive 
elsewhere. With the largest standing army in the world, 
Russia is as strong as the United States, he said. 


Urge India Delay Vote 


NEW DELHI, India — The government today formally 


requested a postponement of elections and a one-year 
extension of parliament —a move opposition legislators said 
would destroy the government's legitimacy. 


The normal five-year term of the present house expires 


March 18, but the constitution provides for extending the 
term year b> year "while a proclamation of emergency is in 
operation." 


The extension, in the form of a bill which parliament is 


certain to appnne, will also have the effect of keeping Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi in power another year. 


Algeria Bolsters Forces 


ALGIERS, Algeria — Algerian troops are reinforcing 


their positions around the Saharan border town of 
Mahbes in anticipation of a new Moroccan assault, 
government sourcea said. 


The sources said Monday Algeria was bolstering its 


forces along the entire frontier area despite a Moroccan 
ultimatum to withdraw from the former Spanish Sahara 
or face a full-scale attack. 


Moroccan military commander Col. Ahmed Dlimi re- 


cently called Mahbes, 24 miles inside the Moroccan- 
occupied Sahara, the "last pocket" of Algerian troops 
and rebel forces.

Death Enriches Life 


Illness and death have been 


largely removed to hospitals, 
but the profound effects of 
these events cannot be 
eradicated. In fact, the very 
effort to pretend that death 
and serious illness do not exist 
simply compounds the prob- 
lem. Realizing this, groups of 
people have formed around a 
common operation or fatal dis- 
ease. Women who have under- 
gone mastectomies, individ- 
uals who have had colostomics 
or iliostomies, parents of chil- 
dren with leukemia—these are 
just a few of those who gain 
emotional support, informa- 
tion, and, sometimes a new 
vocation by facing dire cir- 
cumstances together. 


Orviile Kelly, a resident of 


Burlington, 111., who learned 
he had terminal cancer at the 
age of 43, emerged from a 


period of depression to initiate 
a group composed of those who 
are terminally ill and called it 
"Making Today Count." 


Kelly, who has appeared on 


the major networks and lec- 
tures frequently, ha? had more 
>ucress coping with death 
than he had during his un- 
eventful normal life. Kelly be- 
lieves his ordinariness—an ov- 
erweight father of four who 
never garnered much money or 
prestige—allow? people to 
identify with him. If he can 
face death, so can they. 


This is the essence of the 


therapeutic effect of groups 
formed around illness and 
death. The person who has 
overcome the stigma of men- 
tioning 
death 
helps other 


members of the group to final- 
ly admit their suppressed guilt 
and fears. In turn, there is the

satisfaction that comes to the 
person who is helping. By 
being in the position of offering 
support, that individual gains 
a sense of potency at the mo- 
ment when he must face the 
ultimate impotence of dying. 


People, like Orviile Kelly, 


who have succeeded in facing 
death, also lend courage to 
their families. Kelly's father- 
in-law, Clyde Klossing, admits 
to feeling much more at ease 
now that the words "cancer" 
and "death" are out in the 
open. Kelly's family can make 
realistic plans for raising the 
children after Kelly has died. 
He can be open with his family 
so that his impending death 
doesn't prevent them from en- 
joying the months or years 
that they have together. Fac- 
ing death, paradoxically, al- 
lows Kelly and his family to 
enjoy life.

Is the Humphrey Trend Real? 


Author's Note: The potential is there for the Humphrey slate 


to be the sleeper of the New Hampshire primary. 


MANCHESTER, N.H. 


(KFS) - Is Sen. Hubert 


Humphrey really the closet fa- 
vorite for president of a ma- 
jority of Democrats this year or 
is his new popularity simply 
the transitory result of a politi- 
cal vacuum before the prima- 
ries weed out the excess can- 
didates? 


The first practical test of 


how deeply the Humphrey 
phenomenon runs may be here 
in the first primary Feb. 24. A 
full slate of delegates pledged 
to Humphrey will be on the 


I don't think anybody wants unplanned, continually 


increased spending. But we have a little difference (with the 
Ford Administration) about where the money is to be spent. 
The Office of Management and Budget (OMB) wanted to 
spend $107.2 billion on national defense; the House wanted to 
spend $99.6. On commerce and transportation, the OMB 
proposed $12.1 billion; the House voted $17.3 billion. On com- 
munity and regional development the House proposed about 
twice the OMB figure of $5.5 billion. Of course you can't 
(make all the cuts) in the defense budget alone but I don't 
think we've had very sharp examinations generally by the 
Armed Services Committee with respect to whether or not 
that money is spent efficiently. 


Former Defense Secretary James Schlesinger, of course, is 


promoting the idea that we're not spending enough on defense 
and, with the surge on the part of the Soviet Union for 
strategic weapons systems, we are going to be completely out- 
classed. That is a very difficult debate. It is not all black and 
it's not all white. I supported the cuts in (defense) spending. 
But all of the cuts can't come out of the defense budget. Some 
of the reductions made by Congress were probably fully 
justified but we cannot assume we can absorb all of the ad- 
ditional costs of new programs by balancing them off with a 
reduction in defense. I don't think this is a realistic view in 
view of the world situation today. It is still a pretty dangerous 
place. 


Do we need gun control and if so, why doesn't Congress pass it? 


I have always favored what I think is the practical approach 


to the whole question — that is to absolutely ban the use of 
hand guns by the public and do virtually nothing with respect 
to rifles and shotguns. Rifles and shotguns are quite different 
from handguns in that they cannot be concealed. I suppose the 
reason we have not (passed legislation) is because con- 
gressmen have a tendency to respond to the intense interest 
and long memory rather than the general public interest and 
the relatively short memory. But I think we're coming to the 
point where we'll simply have to grapple with the question. 


I favor a licensing proposal. We accept with perfect 


equanimity the idea that an automobile is capable of being 
dangerous and have a law providing for the licensing of 
drivers. A gun similarly ought to be licensed and if states will 
not go ahead and pass adequate licensing laws, then the 
federal government must step in. (It hasn't so far) because 
the people who are totally opposed to any legislation in this 
area (the National Rifle Association) are simply bombarding 
congressional offices with mail and telephone calls. There 
isn't any organized movement to get this kind of legislation 
enacted.

candidates 


very seriously. And this year, 
strangely, a large number of 
voters appear to be undecided, 
even though most of the Dem- 
ocrats have been campaigning 
here for a year or more. 


Letters to the editor of the 


Concord Monitor, for instance, 
are running very low, although 
in past presidential years there 
was a heavy volume by this 
stage of the campaign. Can- 


vassers of all the active presi- 
dential candidates report an 
unusually high number of un- 
decided voters; a Udall adviser 
estimated it as much as 70 per 
cent. By this time in the 1972 
campaign, less than a month 
before the election, a definite 
sense of movement into the 
camp of Sen. George McGov- 
ern could be detected. 


The politicians here are un- 


certain what this may mean. 
Voters may merely be slower 
than usual in making up their 
minds this year, because on 
the Democratic side there are 
too many candidates and not 
much substantive difference 
among them on the issues. 


Or they may be holding out 


for an alternative. In 1972, 14 
per cent of them threw their 
votes away on a dozen fringe 
candidates who had no quali- 
fication for the White House, 
ranging from comedian Pat 
Paulsen to Los Angeles Mayor 
Sam Yorty. Those were protest 
votes, cast more out of disgust 
with the two major Democrat- 
ic candidates, McGovern and 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, than 
out of any sincere belief in the 
recipient. 


This time, Humphrey offers 


a credible vehicle for protest 
voters — and if there is suffi- 
cient disenchantment with the 
regular candidates he might 
just do rather well. 


But the Humphrey effort is 


not really much of an effort at 
all. If he attracts many votes, 
it will be because people de- 
cided to do it on their own. 


Single-handed 


Robert Shaine, a local pub- 


lic relations consultant, has 
printed 15,000 pieces of Hum- 
phrey literature. He says he is 
operating on very little money 
and so far his main expen- 
ditures are S238 to rent a hotel 
room as Humphrey head- 
quarters and $400 for the 
printer. He has no plans for 
radio or TV spots. He appears 
to be running the write-in 
campaign single-handedly. 


"We don't have to identify 


Humphrey," he says. "If the 
support we think is there for 
him does exist, it exists; if not, 
nothing we are going to do to 
advertise him will change it." 


It is uphill going. The big- 


gest cities here use voting ma- 
chines, which make write-ins 
difficult. Voters could pull the 
lever for a listed candidate in 
the popularity contest, how- 
ever, and for the Humphrey 
delegates in the slate contest. 
Yet the tradition of voting for 
someone who wants the job 
badly enough to campaign 
hard for it is strong. 


But, then again, New 


Hampshire likes to break trad- 
ition in its politics.

The Monster Slain, Reagan Faces New Problem

"-After spending over a month freeing himself from a monster 
of. his own creation, Ronald Reagan appears to have finally 
succeeded on his second full-time campaign swing — only to 
face a more difficult though less urgent problem. 


The self-destructive monster, Reagan's poorly prepared pro- 


gram for transferring $90 billion in federal spending to state 
and local government, seems to have been finished off at his 
news conference last week, at the New Hampshire Highway 
Hotel here. The new problem: how to run against an incumbent 
President in a modest but undeniable resurgence. 


That resurgence, helped by Reagan's S90 billion blooper, 


makes clear that President Ford is not the terminal case he 
seemed to many two months ago. However, Reagan also is 
showing he is no Barry Goldwater bent on self-destruction but 
a disciplined candidate posing a deadly serious challenge to the 
President, 


' . Wishful thinkers at the White House had come to doubt 
Reagan's menace partly because of the Reagan campaign's 
slipshod handling of the $90 billion transfer plan. Stuck with 
the scheme so blithely lofted by Reagan as a non-candidate last 
September, Reagan's high command tried to clean it up in pre- 
campaign strategy sessions at Los Angeles late in December. 
With Reagan balking at working that hard during the Christ- 
. mas holidays, they never really came to grips with the puzzle. 


The result was near disaster when Reagan's first campaign 


swing opened in New Hampshire Jan. 5. "We never dreamed 
it would come at us that heavy," one Reagan insider now 
admits. Reagan bombed out in Florida and North Carolina 
press conferences, displaying political rust developed since his 
last campaign in 1970. 


When Reagan began his second swing Jan.25, the $90 billion 


Tnpnster was a shadow of its former self. Gone were specifically 
transferred programs; gone were $23 billion in federal tax 
'.reductions; gone, indeed, was any talk of $90 billion. All that 


(remained was a politically defensible promise to transfer 
.welfare grants, food stamps and other unnamed programs — 
lplus federal revenues to pay for them — back to state and local 
authorities.

While radically diminishing the program's pretensions, Re- 


agan decided to switch to the offensive. Flying home Jan. 16 
from his first swing, Reagan began drafting a new campaign 
speech indicting the federal government's incompetency as 
justification for transferring programs. The finished product 
was unveiled this week: Reagan's most coherent, best delivered 
and probably hardest-hitting speech since 1966. 


Although Reagan rooters cheered his Florida and North 


Carolina speeches Jan. 26 and 27, his advisers were uneasy 
about the press conference here Wednesday, Jan. 28 — his first 
since Jan. 12 and the first in New Hampshire as an announced 
candidate. 


Eight questions were asked before anybody mentioned the 


transfer program, and only seven out of 25 total questions 
touched on it. Most important, Reagan was no longer providing 
colorful front page stories by constantly shifting his ground. 


With no major unanswered questions remaining, the monster 


seems dead. But in its wake are enduring effects. 


A new bitterness has developed among Reagan insiders 


against the Ford campaign's orchestration of press attention to 
the S90 billion scheme. They see — and deeply resent — the 
fingerprints of Stu Spencer, the 1966 Reagan campaign man- 
ager running the 1976 Ford campaign. 


That Reagan himself is not immune from this bitterness is 


suggested by some reflexive responses this week flirting with 
violation of his llth commandment prohibiting criticism of a 
fellow Republican. Asked at Asheville, N.C., who he would 
prefer as Democratic presidential nominee. Reaean snapped: 


"Bo Callaway." Mistakenly addressed as "Gov. Ford" at 
Charlotte, N.C., Reagan shot back: "I didn't stumble when I 
came in." 


A more meaningful legacy of the past month is the unin- 


tended help given Mr. Ford. When Reagan met his backers at 
Pensacola, Fla., Panama City, Fla., and Asheville, N.C., this 
week, the first questioner in each place had a worried query 
about the transfer. This preoccupation has taken Mr. Ford off 
the defensive and, combined with his new posture of staying 
home to mind the presidential store, has built his resurgence. 


What Reagan must do now, many advisers feel, is shift 


attention to what may be the most vulnerable policy and 
personality in the Ford administration: detente and Henry 
Kissinger. 


In his basic new speech lasting 35 minutes, Reagan devotes 


30 seconds to foreign policy — rejecting detente as "a one-way 
street" for the Soviet Union. Invariably, it gets more applause 
than anything else. If the $90 billion monster is truly van- 
quished, Reagan's focus may soon switch from governmenta. 
accounting to global strategy. 
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foreign ministry believes Japan does not have any diplomatic 
problems.

Ending Isolation 


TAIPEI, Taiwan — Despite diplomatic isolation, Taiwan has 


scored several political gams in recent months, led by a secret 
visit from Singapore Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew. 


Lee arrived in Taipei Jan. 23 and was met at the airport by 


Premier Chiang Ching-kuo, with whom he held several rounds 
of talks before rushing back to Singapore Jan. 26 to play host 
to visiting Philippine President Ferdinand E. Marcos. 


Another chief of state, Prime Minister Robert Muldoon of 


New Zealand, also instructed his government to allow a Taiwan 
Nationalist team to participate in the world Softball cham- 
pionship in New Zealand which began Jan. 31. 


It is the first Taiwan team to visit New Zealand since 


Wellington switched its diplomatic recogition from Taipei to 
Peking in 1972.

HONG KONG — The Chinese Communists are expressing 


complete astonishment at what they see as U.S. failure to do 
anything about the impending takeover of Angola by Cuban- 
led, Soviet-equipped troops of the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola 


Chinese officials said the reluctance of the United States to 


stand up to the Russians and U.S. Congressional action 
denying President Ford's request for aid appeared to them to 
be a failure of the foreign policy set by Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 


More important to the Chinese, they see the Angolan 


developments, as threatening detente, a policy Peking strongly 
disapproves of. 


The officials also said Washington's failure to act m Angola 


raised doubts about American resolve to fulfill commitments 
elsewhere, particuarly in Europe where the United States is 
heavily committed to NATO. 


China was involved for some time in the Angola situation — 


it gave some backing to the National Front for the Liberation 
of Angola which is based in Zaire and is backed by Zaire and 
to some extent by the United States.

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Patty Hearst's Steven Billed as No. 1 Defense Witness 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia Hearst's attorney says 


a former fiance whom she once reviled and ridiculed would be 
his "No. 1 witness" in her trial on a charge of bank robbery. 


The details of her abduction will be described to the jury by 


Steven Weed, who was living with Miss Hearet in Berkeley, 
Calif., when she was abducted by a "commando squad" of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army Feb. 4,1974, according to defense 
attorney F. Lee Bailey. 


"If the government doesn't call him, I will,'1 Bailey said 


Monday. "He will be my No. 1 witness." 


U.S. District Judge Oliver Carter told attorneys Monday the 


week-long chore of selecting 12 jurors and four alternates was 
nearing an end — setting the stage for opening statements 
Wednesday on the second anniversary of Miss Hearst's kidnap- 
ing. 


The defense hopes the testimony of Weed, called a "clown" 


and "sexist pig" by Miss Hearst during her days underground 
with the SLA, will lay to rest any doubts she was an unwilling 


kidnap victim, and not a secret radical who helped plot her 
own abduction. 


In a soon-to-be-published book, Weed describes how Miss 


Hearst struggled with her kidnapers until she was slugged with 
a gun butt and dumped in a car trunk. 


When Carter ended his closed door questioning of prospective

front pages.

He said one man quickly dragged Patty out of the apartment 


and Donald DeFreeze. the "Field Marshal Cinque" of the tiny 
terrorist army, fired three shots at screaming neighbors.. 


"Patty had struggled and sobbed, 'Oh, no! Not me! Oh God! 


Please let me go ... !' and she had been hit in the face with 
the rifle butt and thrown into the trunk of'the idling 
convertible."

Patty Hearst," which will be published in mid-February.

Natural Gas ... Emotional Showdown 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Accusations and criticisms, mil- 


lions of words and thousands of charts were coming to an 
emotional showdown today when the House takes up a multi- 
billion dollar proposal to deregulate the price of natural gas. 


Rep. Robert Krueger, D-Tex., wanted the House to agree to 


a long-term, permanent removal of federal controls on natural 
gas prices. Rep. John Dingell, D-Mich., wanted the House to 
deal only with short-term emergency needs for gas and delay 
the long-term matter for full committee consideration. 


Behind them are congressmen grouped pretty much as they 


were in the oil pricing debate of last fall: conservative and oil 
state members pushing for deregulation, liberals and memers 
from consuming states opposing it. 


The House Commerce Committee approved a short-term bill 


late last year. It would open up the unregulated intrastate 
market (gas sold in the same state as produced) to certain 
interstate pipelines that are short of gas. They could bid at 
whatever price they needed to get the gas, but only for this 
winter and next. 


Krueger's bill has emergency provisions, but it would lift 


federal regulation altogether, by steps, on grounds higher prices 
will bring higher supply. 


With the help of Speaker Carl Albert, Krueger got the House 


Rules Committee to permit debating his long-term idea along 
with the short-term bill, by-passing usual 
parliamentary 


procedures. The House will decide whether to approve that 
shortcut. 


That vote will be a big test of the pricing issue itself. 
The Senate already has passed a bill similar to Krueger's, 


and the administration favors it, 


"No one is content with present policy," Krueger said. "The 


fact is, deregulation will save the people a great deal of money." 
By generating new supplies, deregulation will forestall switches 
to more expensive fuels, he said. 


Dingell called the deregulation bill "one of the purest pieces 


of special interest legislation." He said he is not convinced 
there is a real shortage or that the additional money will lead 
to new gas supplies. 


Krueger accused Dingell of being both "player and referee" 


in the House subcommittee by attempting to block considera- 
tion of long-term deregulation. Dingell accused Krueger of 
working for the interests of a "ruthless and monopolistic" 
industry, gas producers.

But the Ala- 
bama governor showed up on 
schedule at a rally in Panama 
City Beach, Fla., and said he 
was "perfectly all right." 


"I was getting on an airplane 


and the people lifted me and 
dropped me," he told his au- 
dience. "I guess I was the 
victim of a case of stumblitis, 
but I'm perfectly all right. 


" ... The president of the 


United S'ates doesn't run the 


country with his feet and legs, 
he runs it with his head," 
Wallace said. 


In his speech, Wallace said 


other presidential candidates 
were ignoring the middle and 
lower classes. He cited Rep. 
Morns Udall, D-Ariz., as de- 
claring "the country has a 
Wallace problem." 


"They don't have a Wallace 


problem, they have a citizen 
problem," the governor said. 
"They've ignored people like 
you for a number of years." 


Wallace expects to cash in 


Thursday on a decision by the 
Federal Election Commission, 
which said Monday that since 
it may be forced out of ex- 
istence soon because of a Su- 
preme Court decision, it 
should hand out federal cam- 
paign funds to eligible can- 
didate on a weekly instead of 
biweekly basis. 


As a result, as much as $2.2 


million more may go out 
Thursday, with Wallace get- 
ting $1.8 million of it.

Problems of Counties Spelled Out 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Many counties and cities say 
they are getting a raw deal 
from President Ford's fiscal 
1977 budget. 


They are telling Congress 


that at the very time they 
suffer from inflation and rising 
welfare costs because of high 
unemployment, Ford is slow- 
ing down some of the federal 
programs that aid local gov- 
ernments. 


During 1977, the President 


plans to phase out federal fi- 
nancing for some 300,000 pub- 
lic service jobs in state and 
local governments. One con- 
gressional staff analysis of 
Ford's budget says total aid to 
state and local governments 
would drop $6.7 billion from 
the current level. 


Seth Taft, representing the 


National Association of Coun- 
ties, told the House Budget 
Committee Monday

to 
consolidate a 


number 
of health services 


might mean $1 billion less at 
the local level. 


"It does little good to cut 


programs at the federal level if 
these same programs have to 
be picked up by another level 
of government, thereby in- 
creasing taxes at that level," 
said Taft, a commissioner of 
Cuyahoga County, Ohio, 
which includes Cleveland. 


Taft's group represents 1,450 


counties, about half those in 


the nation and 90 per cent of 
the large ones. 


It recently surveyed 15 coun- 


ties and found nine have 
raised or expect to raise taxes 
this year and eight have cut 
programs or numbers of em- 
ployes. Taft said many coun- 
ties indicated states are pass- 
ing on increasing costs to them 
in programs such as Medicaid 
and pensions.

Gilman and Wolff went to Mexico earlier this month to meet with President

trade. 


The telegram from Kissinger said; " . . . I have conveyed to President 


Echeverria through Ambassador Jova our positive response to his initiative in 
proposing parallel commissions that could achieve the goals of increasing public 
awareness of drug abuse as well aa improve chances to resolve more effectively 
the drug problems in both countries." 


Kissinger, noting appreciation for Oilman's ''support and interest in our 


cooperative drug control efforts," went on to say that he has informed President 
Ford of the mission's accomplishments and relayed Oilman's interest in meeting 
with the Chief Executive on this matter. 


"It is encouraging to learn that the State Department has endorsed our anti- 


drug trafficking proposal which hopefully will assist our nation's drug enforce- 
ment program," Gilman said on receipt of the telegram.

Cal Can't Believe It 


TREASURE ISLAND, Fla. (UPI) - 


Former major league umpire Cal Hubbard 
had just become the first athlete ever named 
to the Hall of Fame in both baseball and 
.football, but he wanted to make sure. 
' "No kidding? I can hardly believe it. Are 
you sure?" Hubbard said Monday when 


, notified he had been selected to the baseball 


Hall of Fame by its Veterans Committee. 


' 
A little way up Florida's Gulf Coast, Fred 


Lindstrom, a star third baseman in the 
National League from 1923 to 1936, learned 
of his selection to the Hall when a neighbor 
shouted the news to him as he walked off a 
golf course in New Port Richey. 


"I just got off the golf course and the lady 


next door yelled at me and said she had 
heard it on the radio," he said. "I live right 
on the golf course and one of the fellows just 
now yelled at me that it had come over the 
radio." 


The Hall of Fame Monday also announced 


the selection of the late Roger Connor, a 
slugger from the 1890s, who hit 131 homers 
during his career. That total was the all-time 
major league record until it was surpassed by 
Babe Ruth. 


The 75-year-old Hubbard spent 10 years in 


pro football before turning to umpiring. He 
was an offensive end and linebacker for three 
years with the New York Giants and played 
tackle for seven years with the Green Bay 
Packers. He was selected to the all-time all- 
pro football team for the first 50 years of the 
20th century. 


Hubbard, a 43-year umpiring veteran who 


retired in 1970, was just getting settled in his 


new apartment Monday when he heard the 
news. He had been ordered by his doctor to 
come to Florida from his Milan, Mo., home 
for a couple of months because of his 
emphysema, and arrived here Saturday. 


"We had been out shopping and I had just 


gotten into the room and was sitting down 
to catch my breath," he said. "Now I'm 
going to have to start all over again trying 
to catch my breath," he said. 


"You always kind of feel like you would 


like to be named," he added, "not because 
I was so good, but because it would be nice 
to be the only one named to both the 
baseball and football Hall of Fame." 


Lindstrom, 70, was also "overwhelmed" at 


his selection. 


"I'm very happy that the Lord allowed me 


to live to enjoy this day," he said. "There are 
so many others that are under consideration 
that you never feel like you will be the one 
until it is announced." 


Lindstrom, who had a lifetime batting 


average of .311, was signed in 1922 by the 
New York Giants at the age of 16 He was 
brought up to the majors in 1923 and played 
in the 1924 World Series, "making me the 
youngest player ever in a World Series," he 
said. 


He was traded to Pittsburgh in 1933 and 


played there two years before going to the 
Chicago Cubs for the 1935 season and ap- 
pearing in another World Series. He finished 
his career with Brooklyn in 1936 He had a 
311 lifettime batting average including a 
.379 figure in 1930.

Holmes pleaded guilty to a 


charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon and was placed on five 
years probation, which later 
was shortened because of his 
compliance with the terms of 
the probation. The court also 
ordered him to pay Myers 
$25,000 in damages. Holmes 
said the incident stemmed 
from financial and emotional 
problems in the aftermath of a 
divorce, as well as fatigue from 
driving nonstop from Texas to 
Pittsburgh. He underwent re- 
habilitation for about two 
months at Western Psychiatric 
Hospital in Pittsburgh.

For West Germans 


INNSBRUCK (UPI) — The strictest security at this security- 


conscious Winter Olympics is for the West German team. 


No Israelis are competing and the only Arab entry is a lone 


girl skier from Lebanon. But the West Germans are considered 
potential targets for an urban guerilla attack. 


Each of the lobbies leading to team quarters in the Olympic 


Village is guarded by a policeman and a soldier who sit behind 
a sliding glass window at a switchboard, admitting only team 
members and their invited guests. 


In the West German lobby there are at least two silent 


soldiers along with the policeman. Behind the guards' office a 
small storeroom used by other teams to hold their soft drink 
supply has been turned into a bunkhouse equipped with a tier 
of beds. 


"The West Germans are the ones to worry about. There might 


be an attack by the Bader-Meinhof gang," a guard at the 
nearby Russian entry said. "Here we have no fears and besides 
the Russians have brought along their own security." 


This is the first Olympics since the massacre of 11 Israelis 


by Arab terrorists at the 1972 Summer Games in Munich. It 
comes less than two months after Palestinian guerillas invaded 
the Vienna headquarters of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), killed a guard and took oil 
ministers hostage on a commandeered plane. 


At the Munich airport, where most competitors arrive, there 


is no sign of special precautions and at the Austrian border 
there is only a cursory passport check.

Because of the injunction (ob- 
tained by the players against 
the owners) we couldn't even 
talk abou merger." 


"Chances of a settlement are 


better than ever," said 
Fleisher of the multi-pronged 
proposoal. 


The two sides reportedly 


agreed to a modified draft 
which gives a team rights to an 
unsigned player for only two 
years, a one-year non-per- 
petuatinng option clause and 
the right of first refusal where- 
in a team would be able to 
match or refuse to match an- 
other team's offer for a player 
who wants to change teams. 


The tentative 
agreement 


comes after a long battle that 
saw several NBA teams teeter- 
ing on bankrupty in recent 
years while average player 
salaries soared over $100,000 
per season and seats in some 
arenas climbed as high as high 
as $12 to $15 per game. Three 
ABA teams folded this season, 
leaving seven, and with the 18 
NBA franchises the scene 
seemsBeet for a 24 or 25-team 
super league next year. The 
irony in the current develop- 
ments relates back to a situ- 
ation that occurred at the All- 
Star Game in Boston on Jan.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 


A San Francisco Giants corpo- 
rate officer is convinced that 
the marriage between the city 
and his National League club 
is over—without hope of a rec- 
onciliation. 


Charles B. Rupert, executive 


vice president of the Giants, 
said in a court affidavit that 
the financial status of the club 
made it frivolous to try to keep 
it here. 


The affidavit will be pre- 


sented Tuesday afternoon to 
Superior Court Judge John E. 
Benson, who is conducting the 
hearing on whether to extend 
a restraining order, which 
blocks the sale of the Giants to 
Canadian interests for $13.25 
million. 


The restraining order was 


obtained Jan. 9 by the City of 
San Franisco. Mayor George 
Moscone said the Giants still 
had 19 years left on their 
Candlestick Park lease and 
San Francisco businesses 
would lose money if the Giants 
were allowed to move. 


Speculation was that, if 


Benson decides to end the re- 
straining order, league owners 
would immediately 
approve 


the sale of the Giants to 
Labatts Brewery and other Ca- 
nadian interests. 


James L. Hunt, representing 


the Giants through their pa- 
rent National Exhibition Co., 
said that during the first eight 
years the Giants were here 
they averaged 1.6 million fans 
a year. 


But since 1968—when the 


American League Oakland A's 
moved across San Francisco 
Bay and 
Candlestick 
was 


enlarged through bond issues 
— the Giants reached the one- 
million mark only once and 
that was in 1971 when they, 
won the division crown. 


The Giants said the city 


increased the seating capacity 
of the stadium and installed 
escalators primarily for the 
benefit of the San Francisco 
49ers of the National Football 
League. 


"These changes...were not 


sought by the Giants," Rupert 
said. "Indeed, they have ac- 
tively damaged the team for, 
in order to retire the new foot- 
ball facility bond issues ($24.6 
million), the city imposed a 
50-cent tax on all baseball 
tickets, regardless of price. 
This tax has cost the Giants 
and-or their fans $1,874,736 in 
the five years it has been in 
effect." 


Rupert said the Giants have 


suffered $6,390,407 in losses 
the last eight years, exhausted 
all available cash reserves, 
borrowed to the limit of $1 
million from their bank and 
have nearly exhausted the 
$500,000 borrowed from the 
league. 


Moscone said there were 


three local groups interested in 
buying the club, but the 
Giants said they have no re- 
ceived any firm offer.

Maloney Is Waiting 


TORONTO (UPI) - Detroit Red Wings All-Star forward 


Dan Maloney should learn today whether he will stand trial 
for assaulting Toronto Maple Leafs defenseman Brian Glennie 
in an NHL game Nov. 5. 


Ontario Provincial Court Judge Aaron Brown said Monday 


he would probably rule after a brief morning session if evidence! 
was sufficient to commit Maloney for trial. 


Brown said before adjourning the preliminary hearing he 


wanted further arguments presented to substantiate or disprove 
the prosecutions charge of "assault causing bodily harm." ' 


He said the four hours of testimony heard Monday indicated 


Maloney assaulted Glennie but did not show clearly whether 
the alleged attack injured the Toronto player. 


He said Glennie's complaint of headaches and amnesia—and 


a doctor's diagnosis of a concussion — were symptoms 
"subjective in nature ... but is it evidence of bodily harm as 
in the Criminal Code?" 


Maloney's attorney, George Finlayson, suggested Glennie's 


symptoms may have been caused by a hard body check he 
delivered Detroit's Bryan Hextall just prior to the confrontation 
with Maloney. But he did not call any witnesses to back up 
that theory. 


Glennie, 29, testified he recalled the check on Hextall, but 


wasn't sure what occurred after it. "I think I remember coming 
off the ice on my own power," he said. "I felt confused." 


He did not return to the game and was kept overnight in a 


Toronto hospital under observation. Maloney, 25, was given a 
five-minute penalty for fighting after the fracas. 


Dr. John Evans, who treated Glennie, testified that Glennie 


sustained a "mild to moderate concussion" and suffered 
amnesia regarding the entire episode with Maloney. 


But other witnesses at the game at Maple Leaf Gardens said 


seconds after the check on Hextall, Glennie was attacked from 
behind by Maloney, punched in the face, thrown to the ice, 
punched again and then picked up and dropped to the ice by 
Maloney twice. 


Police Sgt. Forbes Stanway said he filed the charge in this 


case, while not in scores of other cases involving on-ice violence 
at Maple Leaf Gardens, because "in the incident involving the 
accused and Brian Glennie there was no provocation and'he 
was attacked from behind." 


Maloney declined an opportunity to speak against the charge 


and Finlayson did not summon a single witness.

Anglers too often pass up prime fishing opportunities 


simply because conventional fishing tackle is too bulky to 
carry along at all times. 
''Problems can arise trying to take a tackle box, rod case 
and other accessories aboard a plane en route to a business 
conference or other out of town activity. And leaving a good 
supply of fishing tackle stored in a car is an invitation to 
thieves. 


• But there's no reason an angler today can't be pre- 
pared to enjoy his sport at a moment's notice. Travel rods 
are nothing new on the market, but tackle manufacturers 
have gone a step further. 
. Now, the angler can purchase one-piece telescope rods 
which can be carried in a briefcase, luggage, tacklebox, 
glove box or any place else that's handy for the fish- 
erman. 


Several manufacturers produce such rod in various 


lengths in casting, spinning, spin-fly and fly rod models. 
For instance, one fly rod model that extends to eight feet 
is only 15 Vi inches long when collapsed. 


The new telescope rods can be a blessing and there are 


several models on the market today that will do an excellent 
job 


Besides being handy for the traveler, the rods are compact 


and light enough for back packers to carry. They also are 
becoming popular with campers because they take up little 
storage space. 


A few lures, a reel and telescopic rod may ba all that's 


needed to turn a business trip into a memorable fishing 
adventure if the extra time is available for a short trip 


On a regular fishing trip, the angler can carry the 


telescopic rod in his tackle box for a spare in case something 
happens to his favorite rod. 


How many times have you driven by a lake or pond and 


had a few munutes to try your luck, but haven't had 
tackle with you? 


Once, while plugging a shoreline from a bass boat on 


Illinois' Rend Lake, a man stopped his car along 
Interstate 57 and walked down the bank to within 
shouting range. 


He was dressed in a business suit, but when he found 


out the fish were hitting he returned to the car for his 
fishing tackle. 


The incident wasn't the first I ran into. Last summer, 


when I was enjoying some pond fishing along a busy Illinois 
highway, a semi pulled off on the shoulder of the road. After 
watching me land a scrapy pound and a half bass, the driver 
of the truck lost no time in joining me, a telescope casting 
rod in one hand and a small plastic box of lures in his hip 
pocket. 


"Mind if I join you'" he asked, extending the rod to its 


full length and threading the line through the guides. 


When I said I didn't he asked- "What are they hitting " 


When he didn't have a lure to match mine, he asked 


if I had an extra one he could borrow, assuring me he 
would pay for it if he lost it. 


I had no objection to lending him one, especially since 


he was that interested in fishing. 


The truck driver knew what he was doing and although 


he fished only about 10 minutes, he caught and released 
two small bass. 


Certainly breaks up my long hauls," he said before 


leaving. "Ten minutes of fishing gets rid of a lot of 
tension."

its peak in the winter months when migratory game fish join 
the tourists and head for the state's subtropical climate to 
escape the cold 


Nearly every coastal city m Florida has a large fleet of well 


equipped charter boats. The cost varies, but you can count 
on spending about $90 for a half day charter and S150 for 
a full day's fishing for a party of four to six It's wise to make 
advance reservations, especially in the winter months. Local 
chambers of commerce usually have a printed list of charter 
boats. 


Freshwater fishing alone is a $3 million-a-year recrea- 


tion industry in Florida. 


There is no closed season on Florida's bass and a year 


round growing season gives - iglers an excellent chance 
of catching a trophy size bass. Ten pound bass are 
commonly caught in Lake Okeechobee, Lake Jackson, 
Kissimmee chain of lakes. Guides and rental boats are 
available at most of the popular bass lakes.

A six-county energy usage 


survey to gather information 
on consumer energy usage and 
its impact on the individual 
and his household has been 
completed by the Multi-Coun- 
ty Community Development 
Corp. 


Project coordinator Michael 


Murphy said the survey was 
distributed to about 4,700 
households in Ulster, 
Dutchess, Orange, Rockland, 
Sullivan and Putnam Coun- 
ties. Community Action Agen-
